RIVERS REPORTED NORMAL

The first contingent of Mich- 
igan’s army of more than 100,000 
fishermen will take to the streams 
Saturday morning, April 29, 
when the lid comes off on the 
1939 trout season. 

Estimates of the number of 
anglers on streams opening day 
are only approximate but a min- 
imum figure is 25,000. Before 
the season is over, more than 
100,000 fishermen will try their 
luck in Michigan waters. 

Fee for the 1939 resident fish- 

‘ing license is $1. This license 
entitles the taking of all species 
of game fish except grayling. It 
is required of all persons over 
17 years of age taking fish in any 
manner in inland waters. 

Non-resident license fee is $2 
and a special non-resident 10 day 
license may be obtained for $1. 
A non-resident license for the 
angler’s wife is issued for an ad- 
ditional 50 cents.
